Many students at, not only 
Laurentian University, but across 
Canada received their confirmation 
letters from the government, once 
again, letting students know if they 
are a recipient of a Millennium Schol- 
arship. For some, the Millennium 
Scholarship comes as a surprise, and 
for some, it is yet another year of 
questions and confusion. 

For those living under a rock 
(or first year students), the Millen- 
nium Scholarship is a $3000.00 schol- 
arship set up by the Canadian gov- 
ernment that is given to students who 
show the most financial need and 
debt load. Every province hands out 
these scholarships, but our own prov- 
ince of Ontario has the most with 
35,000 awards. 

Many people wonder what the 
big fuss is about as a $3000.00 schol- 
arship sounds like a great deal to 
anyone; but there are a few catches. 
The Millennium Scholarship is actu- 
ally a way for a student to achieve a 
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debt reduction on their OSAP imme-" 
diately instead of receiving some form 
of 'debt forgiveness' in the future. 

Last year, the Ontario gov- 
ernment decided to take all the Mil- 
lennium Scholarships and, instead of 
sending them to the students who 
were to receive them, the students 
received a letter stating that the schol- 
arship was being sent directly to their 
fmancial institution as an early OSAP 
repayment. Most students, especially 
those here at Laurentian University, 
were outraged as the scholarship be- 
came a government tool instead of 
extra money for a student who has 
shown the financial need. 

This year, the government has 
changed the dispersment of the schol- 
arships but nothing has really

changed. If you are going to receive 
a Millennium Scholarship this year, 
instead of your money going to an 
OSAP repayment, you will actually 
receive a $3000 cheque... with one 
catch. Because you are receiving a 
cheque for three thousand dollars, 
the Ontario government has reas- 
sessed all 35,000 students' student 
loans and has deducted exactly three 
thousand dollars from their second- 
term allotment. 

This came as quite a surprise 
as many students received forms from 
OSAP, or found out on-line that they 
were being deducted $3000 firom their 
current year's OSAP. Many students 
(including a current Lambda staff 
member) were panicked. 

"They never told me I was 
getting a Millennium Scholarship," 
one student claimed. "For all I knew 
I wasn't going to be able to afford to 
come to school next semester. They 
should have waited until we knew we 
were receiving the scholarships be- 
fore telling us we were getting less 
OSAP!" 

Many students will be happy 



receiving a three-thousand-dollar 
cheque from the government in Janu- 
ary, but there is always a catch. Since 
your OSAP has been reduced, you 
will have to pay your tuition from 
that three thousand dollars. If you are 
receiving more than the three thou- 
sand from OSAP, then you will re- 
ceive the other small portion, but at 
some point most of it will go back to 
the school. 

According to the Laurentian 
University Student Awards Office, 
the cheques will be available for the 
students as of January 5th, 2001 and 
the students can come in and, as they 
stated "sign the Millennium cheques 
over to the school." They will then 
"issue the student a refund for the 
portion not used for tuition." That 
sounds all and good in theory, but 
most students should know that they 
DO NOT have to sign the cheque 
over to the school, the best route to 
take is to cash the cheque,' then come 
back and pay your tuition. Although 
Laurentian is trying to make things 
easierfor students, most students will 
have rent and other expenses due 



upon returning to school second se- 
mester and so not have time to wait 
for a refund cheque to be mailed out 
from the school. 

One plus, as it pertains to the 
Millennium Scholarships this year, 
is that when tax time rolls around, the 
students will not be taxed on the 
scholarship as they were the previous 
year. Although the taxation of last 
year's scholarships has not come 
around yet, many students may be 
left wondering why they accepted &: 
them in the first place. r 

Over the next month, there 
will be many different opinions sur- 
facing about the Millennium Schol- 
arships. Many will try to convince 
students to give back their scholar- 
ships as they had last year. The uni- 
versity and government will try and 
convince you that this is the best 
thing for a student to accept and there 
are no strings attached. Basically, the 
Millennium Scholarship will become 
a major pawn in the political pushing 
and shoving match that has become a 
mainstay between students and ad- 
ministration/big government. The 
best thing to do is to look closely at 
what you have, get as much informa- 
tion as you can about your scholar- 
ship and decide for yourself. No mat- 
ter what, this is three thousand dol- 
lars you won't be repaying when you 
are done school. 



Laurentian Soccer Coach's 
Job Not in Danger

In last week's Lambda, I 
printed an article in which I insinu- 
ated that Carlo Castrechino's posi- 
tion as Men ' s Soccer coach mav be in 
danger. I also wrote that Steven 
Spano was permitted to play after 
suffering a grade-three concussion. 
This prompted great concern from 
the new Chair of Laurentian Athlet- 
ics, Mark Hazlett. Hazlett vigor- 
ously attempted to contact both my 
editor and me, to point out what he 
felt were glaring mistakes in the 
"facts" of the article. 

According to Hazlett, "Coach 
Castrechino's post as Men's Soccer 
coach is not in jeopardy." Hazlett 
also stated "there is no concussion 
scandal" and "dismissal has never 
been a solution " It is on this basis I 
retract my statement that 
Castrechino' s position may be in jeop- 
ardy. 

A "solution" though, would 
tend to imply a problem. Hazlett did 
verify that Steve Spano suffered a 
grade-two concussion, or moderate 
concussion, less severe than the grade 
three concussion that was originally 
reported. However, Hazlett verified 
that Spano did indeed play with a 
concussion, and stated that "Spano 
chose to play." 

Hazlett also pointed out that 
the dates published in the original 
article were incorrect. I reported that 
Spano suffered a concussion in the 
November 5, QUA championship 



game, and was allowed to play in the 
November 9, opening game of the 
CIAU finals, a mere 4 days after 
suffering a concussion; I was mis- 
taken. According to Hazlett, Spano 
suffered the concussion in the final 
game of the regular season, an Octo- 
ber 24 game against York. On Octo- 
ber 28 Laurentian played Queen's 
University in a playoff game, with 
Spano in net, a mere four days later. 
Spano won player-of-the-Game hon- 
ours for Laurentian, and "was abso- 
lutely fantastic in net, and kept the 
game and a future playoff berth for 
the Golden Gaels out of reach" ac- 
cording to Jaqueline Dorroch, sports 
information director. 

Spano's concussion may not 
have been a factor in the CIAU's as 
originally reported, but nonetheless, 
he was still allowed to play a mere 
four days after suffering the injury. I 
apologize for the mistakes in the origi- 
nal sequence of dates. 

According to Hazlett, he did 
meet with Castrechino over the inci- 
dent, but remains adamant that there 
"is no concussion scandal" and that 
"Carlo is not on the chopping block." 
However, Hazlett reportedly sent a 
memo to each athletic coach at Lau- 
rentian, stating to the effect that any 
player that has been deemed unfit to 
play by medical personal , shall not be 
permitted to play. This occurred 
immediately after the Spano incident; 
in which "Spano choose to play" 
against the expressed orders of medi- 
cal personal. Whether Castrechino 
was aware of this or not, or whether it 



was his place to prevent Spano from 
playing, is a matter of specific policy 
and to certain extent opinion. 

In the absence of a specific 
protocol at Laurentian, and the state- 
ment by Hazlett that "Spano choose 
to play," one can assume that 
Castrechino operated on the presump- 
tion that Spano knew his own body 
well enough to determine whether he 
should play or not, a common prac- 
tice of coaches in all sports. 

Hazlett did admit "that a mis- 
take was made.... and that we've 
learned from this., ." and pointed out 
that the University of Toronto is the 
only school in the CIAU, which pres- 
ently has a written policy on the pro- 
tocol coaches, and staff must follow 
when dealing with an athlete that has 
suffered a concussion. Hazlett in- 
formed me that he is receiving this 
policy, and he will revise it to accu- 
rately reflect the needs of Laurentian 
University, and will install a specific 
written protocol. 

In the absence of specific 
policy, the question of liability in 
cases such as these must inevitably 
arise. Where does the burden of 
choice lay? Do players have the ob- 
jectivity to make decisions about there 
own health, as Spano apparently did 
in this case? Do we permit coaches to 
override the decisions of medical 
personnel, or does administration 
have the final decision? In this case, 
according to Hazlett, it was the play- 
ers decision to play even though he 
had been told by various medical 
personnel not to.

On Friday, December 1 , Lau- 
rentian University's Native Human 
Services Program celebrated the 
launch of a special national edition of 
The Native Social Work Journal dedi- 
cated to HIV/AIDS issues within 
Aboriginal populations. This public 
launch was held in the University of 
Subury's Canisius Hall as part of the 
Aboriginal AIDS Awareness Day 
activities organized across the coun- 
try by the Canadian Aboriginal AIDS 
Network. The theme for the day was 
"Uniting Our Communities." Simi- 
lar announcements were held in sev- 
eral regional sites across the country. 

This special edition of The 
Native Social Work Journal is Jhe 
firstacademic journal in Canada dedi- 
cated to issues concering HIV/ AIDS 
and Aboriginal populations. Prof. 
Schuyler Webster, editor of The Na- 
tive Social Work Journal and profes- 
sor in die Native Human Services 
Program at Laurentian University, 
describes this special edition of The 
Journal as a forum that united re- 
searchers and community-based pro- 



fessionals. Funding for The Journal 
was obtained from Health Canada. 

Its content is varied and fea- 
tures several Aboriginal community- 
based projects currently underway 
which seek to decrease the number of 
Aboriginal peoples with HIV/ AIDS. 
By documenting current research in- 
vestigations along with several suc- 
cessful community intervention 
projects in areas of care, treatment, 
and support, the authors hope to con- 
vey this information to First Nations 
communities. Aboriginal health and 
social service organizations, univer- 
sities, colleges, as well as federal, 
provincial and regional governments. 

"This special edition of The 
Journal is extremely important be- 
cause it examines an issue in society 
where there is very little literature or 
information," explained Prof. 
Webster. "Aboriginal populations do 
not have the same level of resources 
available to combat AIDS at the edu- 
cation, prevention and treatment lev- 
els in comparison to what is available 
to the general Canadian population. 
As a result, there exists a health care 



crisis in the incidence of HIV/AIDS 
among Canadian Aboriginals." 

The publication of this jour- 
nal seeks to increase awareness and 
knowledge among both the Aborigi- 
nal and Canadian population on this 
major health and social issue. A total 
of 1 ,500 copies of the special edition 
will be distributed across the country 
to various First Nations, Inuit and 
Metis organizations and agencies. 

In addition to the book launch, 
a panel discussion on HIV/ AIDS was 
to be held with local, regional, and 
provincial prevention specialists, re- 
searchers, health care providers, and 
Aboriginal Persons Living with HIV/ 
AIDS. This event was jointly spon- 
sored by the Laurentian University 
Native Education Council, LU's Na- 
tive Human Services Program, 
Shwagamik-Kwe Health Centre, 
Access AIDS Committee Sudbury, 
and the Chiefs of Ontario HIV/ AIDS 
Prevention Project. 

The special edition of The 
Native Social Work Journal will be 
distributed through the National 
AIDS Clearinghouse, Ottawa. 



Sudbury '99 Mining and the 

Environment Conference Donates 

Funds to Laurentian University

On Thursday, November 30, 
members of the institutions that or- 
ganized the Sudbury '99 Mining and 
the Environment Conference gath- 
ered in Laurentian University's Gov- 
ernors' Lounge to make a substantial 
donation from its proceeds. This in- 
ternational conference, which was 
held in Sudbury in September 1999, 
attracted more than 400 experts from 
12 countries.

Research, "The committee is de- 
lighted with the success of the con- 
ference. We hope the new research 
fellowship will attract some of the 
very best students to pursue research 
work in such fields as acid mine- 
drainage control, revegetation, wa- 
tershed and lake recovery and mine 
decommissioning." 

"Sudbury '99 was a huge suc- 
cess," said Chris Hamblin of the Min- 
istry of Northern Development and 
Mines. "More than 400 delegates and 
speakers converged on Sudbury from 
across the globe for an exchange of 
expertise. This conference demon- 
strated once again that Sudbury is 



one of the major centres of the Cana- 
dian mining industry, where the chal- 
lenges of environmentally sound min- 
ing pYactices, including mine site re- 
habilitation, are being met." 

The organizing committee of 
this international conference con- 
sisted of representatives from numer- 
ous institutions such as Laurentian 
University, Inco, Falconbridge, the 
Sudbury Regional Development Cor- 
poration, the Ontario Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines, 
Natural Resources Canada 
(CANMET), Knight Piesold, and 
Bassett Environmental Management 
Systems. 

The new Sudbury '99 Mining 
and the Environment Summer Re- 
search Fellowship will be initially 
valued at $2,000 to help support an 
undergraduate student in a unique 
approach to problem solving in the 
mining environment area. 



New Cabinet Must Include a Minister of Education 



Canadian Federation of Students 

Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
is expected to announce a new cabi- 
net this week. The new federal cabi- 
net should include a Minister of Post- 
secondary Education and Research 
to coordinate education programs 
currently housed in different depart- 
ments, says the Canadian Federation 
of Students. 

"Ouruniversities and colleges 
need government to work in the most 
efficient way.Thatcan'thappen when 
federal educational policies, drafted 
in different departments, send mixed 
jnessages," said Michael Conlon, 
National Chairperson of the Federa- 
tion. 

Currently, the university Hu- 



man Resources Department is 
charged with the Canada Student 
Loan Program, Employment Insur- 
ance training at colleges, and student 
summer employment programs. Re- 
search and development, including 
that granting counc ils and the Canada 
Foundation for Innovation, fall within 
the portfolio of Industry Canada. Fi- 
nally, the Finance Department is in 
charge of federal transfer payments 
to the provinces for post secondary 
education, health care and other so- 
cial services. 

"Education is either a busi- 
ness opportunity, a commodity or a 
public good, depending on which fed- 
eral department is talking. It seems 
like the left hand doesn't know what 



the right hand is doing," said Conlon. 

Canada is the only member of 
the Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD) 
without a national department of edu- 
cation, and chair of the Standing 
Committee on Human Resources 
Development, Peter Adams (Liberal- 
Peterborough), has taken notice. Dur- 
ing the federal election, Adams called 
for a federal department of educa- 
tion, with its own minister. 

"The question of jurisdiction 
is not in dispute. As in health care, we 
need a minister to take the lead and 
coordinate consistent and progres- 
sive post-secondary education poli- 
cies for a university accessible sys- 
tem," said Conlon.

35,000 Lumps of Coal

Scholarship letters are in the hot little 
hands of about 35 000 Ontario Col- 
lege and University students. 'Hey, I

Millennium Scholarships were 
handed out to students across the 
country.

Of course, as Dianne 
Cunningham so eloquently stated last 
year, students should not expect to 
see their debts reduced with this schol- 
arship, so whatever you were expect- 
ing from OSAP next semester, take

what the Ontario government will be 
doing. If you were supposed to get 
$3500 in OSAP, you'll get a $3000 
bursary and $500 in OSAP. Yes, it's 
less to pay back in the end, which is 
a good thing, but hang on, what hap- 
pens to the $3000 in OSAP the Tories 
aren't lending you?

We are happy to see that you 
are actively interested in the program 
(SPAD) offered by the School of 
Sports Administration. Unfortu- 
nately, it seems that you may be 
misinformed about our program and 
our students. I will attempt to clarify 
the unfortunate situation that has 
caused you to feel a public letter of 
contempt was necessary. 

Our program is designed to 
mold students into well-rounded 
sports administrators. A SPAD de- 
gree is a Bachelor of Commerce spe- 
cialized in Sports Administration. 
This means that many of the items 
you have listed as SPAD initiatives 
(Weekend special and Core year) are 
actually Commerce initiatives. 

We receive more than 200 
applications per year from students 
around the country, the US, and 
abroad. While Laurentian Univer- 
sity attracts many local students, 82% 
of SPAD candidates are from outside 
the Sudbury area. 

Unfortunately for many, the 
mere desire to graduate in this pro- 
gram and/or work in the field of sports 
administration does not make the 
candidate successful. It takes a great 
combination of several elements, of 
which excellent grades are a factor, 
but only one of many. Other essential 
elements would include great deci- 
sion-making ability, excellent com- 
munication skills, and a mastering of 
holistic management (from personal 
to financial). The administration of 
the program sets the bar very high for 
students and rightfully so. Their abil- 
ity to react to the demands of the 
sports business world allows gradu- 
ates the opportunity to enter the com- 
petitive job market with the right 
elements necessary to succeed. 

Sadly, many of the statistics 
and facts that you have cited are erro- 
neous. 50% of the students do not 
drop out in the first or second year of 



the program and students are not en- 
couraged to take ethics courses. I 
also question your accusation of cor- 
ruption and unethical conduct within 
the program. In the last four years, I 
have seen no evidence as such. Fur- 
ther, I am interested to discover where 
you have obtained the information 
regarding our exclusive goal of mak- 
ing money. This is also an unfounded 
smear. Everyone entering the 
workforce is interested in earning a 
large salary (aren't you?), however 
that is not our sole concern. 

We encourage you to visit our 
administration office to meet with 
some of our professors and students, 
or consult our website. We are sure 
that this misunderstanding can be 
resolved. I'm confident that follow-

The 
Millennium Scholarship folks have 
missed the boat again and wasted 
another chance to create a national 
system of grants that would actually 
help more than 7 per cent of the 
students in need in this country.

Before I go any further, I 
have to set a disclaimer here and now. 
If you aren't already aware, I have an 
incredibly, ridiculously severe bias 
towards His Lord of Supreme Idiocy, 
Jim Carrey. I'm a heavily rabid, 
psychotic fan of the man, so much so 
that I easily could have written a 
raving review about this movie with- 
out even having seen it. In other 
words, I probably would've loved 
this movie either way, so long as 
Carrey's name was somehow at- 
tached to it. You have been warned. 

Apart from devouring small, 
flightless birds and recklessly engag- 
ing in capitalistic commercialism, one 
of the great traditions of Christmas is 
to watch the animated version of How 
The Grinch Stole Christmas. As much 
as we can kinda spit upon the crap 
cartoons that kids are forced to swal- 
low these days, there's just some- 
thing inherently special about the big 
green fuzzy guy, something that just 
stays oh-so-cool and traditional, even 
into our university years. Of course, 
it's only natural that people were 
going to scream bloody murder when 
they heard that Opie - oh, pardon me, 
Ron Howard - planned to direct a 
live-action version of this timeless 
classic, and it didn't help that Mr. 
Ass-Talker Jim Carrey was going to 
star. Three weekends and 150 mil- 
lion dollars later, these critics have 
had to shut their lousy, no-good traps 
as the Hyperactive One has shattered 
box-office records and set a personal 
high in the usually harsh Christmas 
movie season. But is it any good? 

It would be extremely point- 
less to try and recite the story behind 
The Grinch, considering the cult sta- 
tus that it's developed over the last 
thirty years. Die-hard purists will be 
somewhat upset to find out that while 
it's been transferred to the silver 
screen mostly intact, a few changes 
have been made here and there. Natu- 
rally, the main focus of the story 
remains on that great green fuzzball 
whose heart is two sizes too small, 
though a few additional elements have 
been added in order to stretch the 
original's 27 minutes into a full hour 
and a half. As a result, the no-longer- 
rhyming story now revolves partially 
around Cindy Lou Who (Taylor 
Momsen), a cute little seven-year- 
old Who from Whoville who feels 
that maybe everyone is focusing too 
much on the presents and not enough 
on the spirit of Christmas. It isn't 
long before her attention becomes 
focused upon the loneliest soul of 
them all: The Grinch. No longer is he 




just a fuzzy green Scrooge; he now 
has a full-out personality. When he's 
not busy crank-calling the Whos or 
sneaking into Whoville to sabotage 
their bicycles and mail while distrib- 
uting hacksaws to children ("Now be 
sure to run real fast with it!"), he's 
feeding off his endless, psychologi- 
cally-fueled anger towards the per- 
petually happy, pug-nosed people of 
Whoville. We all know where it goes 
from there: Grinch hates Whos, 
Grinch gets idea, Grinch steals Christ- 
mas. 

Now I know what you're 
thinking. Even with a bit of Grinch 
pranking and Cindy Lou singing (it's 
really actually kind of cute, which is 
hard for me to say about a child), how 
can Ron Howard possibly stretch the 
original story into a full and "enter- 
taining" hour and a half? Well, I'm 
shocked to say that, despite loading 
on a ton of padding, he's actually 
pulled it off. Whoville now feels like 
a mix between The Wizard of Oz and 
Willy Wonka (in a good way), and 
the Grinch 's lair resembles a low- 
grade version of the Batcave. This is 
important, since the bulk of the movie 
focuses upon the Grinch and his 
twisted thoughts, and how his tragic 
history has affected him to this day. 
Truth be told, the flashbacks into his 
past are really the only parts that 
slightly drag, but it's short enough to 
avoid losing your attention altogether. 
And don't worry; the fact that the 
Grinch now has a psychological pro- 
file doesn't detract from the movie's 
original spirit . 

It would, of course, be posi- 
tively criminal of me (and wholly 
unloyal to The Man himself) to omit 
any mention of Jim Carrey in this 
review. Quite simply, this is most 
probably his single best performance 
yet. With Jim behind the wheel, the 
Grinch becomes a light-hearted and 



hate-filled mix of every single char- 
acter he's ever played, from Ace 
Ventura to The Mask to Tony Clifton. 
Ordinarily, fanboys like myself sit 
back and think that while his stuff is 
great, it doesn't always fit into the 
character; in the case of the Grinch, 
however, it just seems natural some- 
how. He manages to keep the Grinch 
as the hateful individual that he is, 
while introducing his own. . .unique 
edge. Take a few examples from his 
day to day life: his answering ma- 
chine message says "If you so much 
as utter one syllable, I'll HUNT YOU 
DOWN AND GUT YOU LIKE A 
FISH!" He even has a day-planner: 
"4:00, Wrestle with my self-loath- 
ing. 4:30, Stare into the Abyss. 5:00, 
Have dinner with myself ("I can't 
cancel that again!"). 9:00, Stare at 
the ceiling as I begin my slow descent 
into madness..." If all this sounds 
pretty out there and decidedly un- 
Grinch-like, believe me when I say 
that Carrey manages to carry this 
maniacal goofiness convincingly. 

The bottom line? This is 
Carrey ' s movie, through and through. 
Hate Mm in the slightest bit, and you're 
going to totally loathe this thing. On 
the other hand, if you like the guy in 
any way at all, this is THE movie to 
see this season. It manages to pre- 
serve the child-like spirit of the origi- 
nal while bringing a new and slightly 
dark tilt thateven us so-called "adults" 
will be able to appreciate. It's con- 
sistently funny, interesting, and 
Anthony Hopkins even narrates key 
points of the film to keep some of the 
original rhyming magic alive. Will it 
overtake the original? Never. But 
those who can tolerate and even en- 
joy Carrey's brand of humor will find 
this to be a new classic worthy of our 
time and attention. (Translation: It 
Kicks Major Grinch Ass.)

I love being surprised by 
an independent, unknown band 
when they send their CD for re- 
view. So many Cds come across 
my deslc who are forgotten as fast 
as I can press the eject button on 
the CD player, but Brown Eyed 
Susans is one of those CDs I can't 
stop listening to. 

Calgary's Brown Eyed Susans have toured extensively to pro- 
mote their first album, and have now returned with their second CD 
release Afraid of Heights. The CD has a definite retro feeling to it as the 
band has evolved their sound with original themes and lyrics mixed with 
a sound that can only be described as LSD-laced Beatles grooves mixed 
with the Canadian alternative sound popularized by such acts as Sloan 
and the Gandharvas. I played the track Suitcase Whore in The Pub and 
two people asked me if this was some alternate Beatles track they had 
never heard. 

Brown Eyed Susans' first studio release, Can You Still Feel, hit

Their first single Let's Get Out of LA. has already garnered the 
attention of many radio stations and music publications as well as being 
their first video soon to be aired on MuchMusic. The song is a great 
crossover of their retro folk sound with the modem alternative ballad. 
The band has also received a VJdeoFACT grant to shoot the video for, 
what I consider one of the best tracks on the album , Little Monkey Friend, 
Ik punk laced retro track that really pulls you into the rest of the album.

A Scientific Inquiry Into the

1) No known species of reindeer can 
fly, but there are 300,000 species of 
organisms yet to be classified, and 
while most of these are insects and 
germs, this does not completely rule 
out flying reindeer which only Santa 
has ever seen. 

2) There are 2 billion children (de-

3) Santa has31 hours of Christmas to 
work with, thanks to the different 
time zones and the rotation of the 
earth, assuming he travels east to 
west. This works out to 822.6 visits 
per second. That is to say that for 
each Christian household with good 
children, Santa has 1/1 000th of a 
second to park, hop out of the sleigh, 
jump down the chimney, fill the stock- 
ings, distribute the remaining presents 
under the tree, eat whatever snacks 



have been left, get back up the chim- 
ney, get back into the sleigh, and 
move onto the next house. Assuming 
that each of these 91 .8 million stops 
are evenly distributed around the earth 
(which we know to be false but will 
accept for the purpose of these calcu- 
lations), we are talking about .78 miles 
per household, a total trip of 75.5 
million miles, not counting stops to 
do what most of us must do at least 
once every 3 1 hours, plus eating, etc . 
This means that Santa's sleigh is 
moving at 650 miles per second, 3000 
times the speed of sound. For pur- 
poses of comparison, the fastest man- 
made vehicle, the Ulysses space 
probe, moves at a pokey 27.4 miles 
per second. A conventional reindeer 
can run 1 5 miles per hour at the most. 

4) The payload on the sleigh adds 
another interesting element. Assum- 
ing that each child gets nothing more 
than a medium-size set of Lego build- 
ing blocks (about two pounds), the 
sleigh is carrying 321,300 tons, not 
counting Santa, who is invariably 
described as overweight. On land, 
conventional reindeer can pull no 
more than 300 pounds. Even grant- 
ing that flying reindeer exist (see 
point 1), can fly very quickly (see 
point 2), and can pull ten times the 



normal amount, we cannot do the job 
with eight, or even nine, reindeer. 
We would need 214,200 reindeer. 
This increases the payload — not 
counting the weight of the sleigh — 
to 353,430 tons. Again, for compari- 
son, this is four times the weight of 
the Queen Elizabeth 2. 

5) 353,000 tons travelling at 650 
miles per second creates enormous 
air resistance. This would heat the 
reindeer up in the same fashion as a 
spacecraft re-entering the earth's at- 
mosphere. The lead pair of reindeer 
would absorb 14.3 quintillion joules 
of energy. Per second. Each. In 
short, they would burst into flame 
almost instantaneously, exposing the 
reindeer behind them, and creating 
deafening sonic booms in their wake. 
The entire reindeer team would be 
vaporized within .00426 seconds. 
Santa, meanwhile, would be subjected 
to forces 17,500 times greater than 
normal gravity. A 250-pound Santa 
(which seems slim) would be pinned 
to the back of his sleigh by 4,3 1 5,0 1 5 
pounds of force.

Snoring: The Noisy Truth

It was the night before 
Christmas. All was quiet. All was at 
rest until.., someone starts to snore 
beside you. "Here we go again!" you 
say to yourself. You could try the the 
old fashion trick of sticking a nice, 
clean, folded sock in your sweet- 
heart's mouth and presto! The noise 
is gone. Maybe that is not such a 
good idea! I don't think your sleepy 
friend would enjoy chok ing on a piece 
of sock while in a deep sleep. We 
often puzzle ourselves with the same 
question. "Why do some people snore 
whereas others do not seem to?" 
Today, modem medical science has 
discovered alternative ways to help 
quieting the person snoring next to 
you and by letting you get some 
sleep. 

The noisy sounds of snor- 
ing occur when there is an obstruc- 
tion to the free flow of air through the 
passages at the back of the mouth and 
nose. This collapsible part of the 
airway is where the tongue and upper 
throat meet the soft palate and uvula 
(the fleshy structure that dangles from 
the roof of the mouth back into the 
throat). When these two structures 
strike against each other and vibrate 
while breathing, snoring happens. 
The muscles of the palate, the uvula, 
and sometimes the tonsils relax dur- 
ing a deep sleep, and act as vibrating 
noise-makers when the air of breath- 



ing moves across them. 

Snoring and sleep apnea are 
both classified as the same sleep dis- 
order, but only differ in severity. On 
the lower end of the spectrum, there 
are those who snore without diffi- 
culty. On the other end, however, are 
those who stop breathing and wake 
up gasping and choking a number of 
times through out the night. In this 
case, the person would be experienc- 
ing sleep apnea. Several experts say 
that sleep apnea can be fatal if the 
episodes last over ten seconds and 
occur more than seven times an hour. 
Here, the brain would stop function- 
ing properly due to lack of oxygen, 
which would then cause a failure to 
signal the lungs to breathe. Further- 
more, both snoring and sleep apnea 
have been associated with develop- 
ment of hypertension, high blood 
pressure, increased risk of heart at- 
tach, stroke — even traffic accidents. 

Difficulties in breathing 
arise from several factors. First, poor 
muscle tone (lack of tightness) in the 
muscles of the tongue and throat 
causes the tongue to fall backwards 
into the airway or allow the throat 
muscles to be drawn in from the sides 
into the airway. Secondly, having 
large tonsils and adenoids can also 
play an active role in adding exces- 
sive bulkiness of tissues in the throat 
to minimize the size of the opening 
for air to travel through. A long uvula 
and palate has also been known to 



make snoring worst, since it has the 
tendency to narrow the opening from 
the nose into the throat. Snoring can 
even occur in persons who have a 
hard time breathing through the nose 
properly especially when having a 
cold or sinus infection. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
magic pill to cure snoring. However, 
there are several treatments on the 
market today that can help the major- 
ity of the people who snore. Some the 
treatments include: laser surgery such 
as in cutting back on some of the 
excess throat tissue; dental appliances 
to bring the lower jaw forward; un- 
pleasant sensations (tennis ball sewed 
to back of the pajamas to force the 
f)erson to sleep on the side); daily 
exercises to improve good muscle 
tone and lose weight; and C.P.A.P 
(Continuous Positive Airway Pres- 
sure). CPAP is a small machine that 
blows air into the nose through a 
nasal mask to keep the airway from 
collapsmg while sleeping. 

To tell you the truth, I hon- 
estly do believe that everyone snores. 
The only difference is that some are 
more prone to be louder than others. 
You can deny it all you want since it 
is something that most people don't 
want to admit. It is no secret. You can 
run, but can't hide. Santa knows eve- 
rything about you and your noisy 
truth ! He knows when you have been 
bad or good — thanks to snoring he 
also knows when you are awake!
